—An increase in cotton under culti- 
vation in Arkansas on July as dom- 
parefl with last year was shown in 
the 'July 1 cotton report of the state 
and federal departments of agricul- 
ture issued today.

were under cultivation on July 1'this 
year as. .compared, with thrise. million 
nine hundred -!an'd. thirty'1 !threii: ithou- 
Sand acres bti the fcahie: date"ja- year 
ago, the report showed. The increase 
tliis year amounts to two per cen' 
over last year. 


Figures for the report were com- 


piled by Charles S. Bouton, federa 
crop statiscian, in co-operation with 
Earl Page, state comrnisisoner, 01 
mines, manufactures and agriculture 


Considerable replanting of cotton 


was made necessary by cool weather 
in May and June and by floods in. 
southwest Arkansas, the report said. 


"Stands resulting from early plant- 


ings were vinusually good," Mr. Mou- 
ton observed," but would not be main- 
tained, so that on July 1, even after 
much replanting, the average stand 
was reported at only 77 per cent of 
normal. 


"Dry 
weather prevailed in June, 


but cotton made little progress until 
about the 20th of the month when 
high temperatures began to prevail," 
he said. 


"The average date when blooming 


began was reported as June 30, the 
counties in the southern one-third of 
the slate reporting June 26 and the 
north central counties July 7. 


"Weevil infestation is reported at 8 


per cent as compared with 18.6 per 
cent last year," Mr. Bouton • said in 
his report. Cold weather in January 
and the hot weather of June both 
have tended to reduce the probability 
of heavy weevil damage to the crop. 


"Acreages generally within the state 


have increased or diminished to the 
extent of last year's production and 
the profits realized therefrom," he 
said. "The greatst increase in cotton 
acreage was made in the eastern one- 
third of the state.'1

Obviously years are required to carry 


out a consistent program. 
The state is 


building an average of 500 miles of hard 
surface roads annually. 
That is an exten- 


sive program, but if the present administra- 
tion is continued, a few years will see the 
primary system completed and the secon- 
dary system rapidly developed. 


Arkansas is 'one of the richest states in 


natural resources. It has developed rapidly 
within the pa.st few years. 
Continuation of 


its development depends on highways which 
will make agricultural and mineral re- 
sources accessible to market. 


The state is exceptionally fortunate in 


its highway commission. It is composed of 
men who give their time and attention to 
public service without desire to serve per- 
sonal or political aims.
